"Create  questioning  attitudes,  in- 
veigle the  child  Into  an  independent 
search  for  truth."  urged  the  speaker. 

Teachers  were  amongst  the  great- 
est artists  in  the  world,  for  the  chief 
business  of  teaching  was  the  mak- 
ing of  character.  One  of  the  hope- 
ful things  about  the  school  system, 
as  about  the  church  system,  of 
today  was  that  both  alike  were  try- 
ing to  minister  to  the  whole  life 
of  man  more  than  at  any  other 
time  in  the  history  of  either.  Re- 
ligion and  athletics,  for  instance, 
were  not  completely  dissociated  in 
the  training  of  the  child.  There 
was  a  religious  principle  In  ath- 
letics, and  a 
In  religion. 

No  teacher  could  teach  In 
sense  without  teaching  Christianity. 
The  figure  of  the  Man  of  Galilee 
was  everywhere  in  art,  in  literature. 
Whether  religion  were  taught  or 
not  taught  in  the  schools  as  such, 
did  not  alter  the  fact.  In  this  con- 
nection Dr.  Brewing  stated  that  the 
New  Testament  was  read  by  more 
people  than  all  the  classics  of 
Greece  and  Rome,  although  the 
Greek  scholar  and  the  Roman  pa- 
trician would  have  laughed  anyone 
to  scorn  who  In  the  time  of  Paul 
had  dared  to  prophesy  such  a  thing 
Two  of  the  greatest  -things  written 
by  England's  poet  laureates,  John 
Minefield,  the  present  laureate,  and 
Tennyson,  were  "The  Everlasting 
Mercy"  and  "In  Memorlam."  both 
of  which  had  a  Christian  teaching. 

"I  am  concerned  that  Christian- 
ity be  breathed  through  the  whole 
curriculum  of  the  school."  he  urged. 
"I  would  like  to  see  God  taught 
In  geography.  Christ  in  history,  ana 
the  Holy  Spirit  In  biology  and 
geology."  he  maint  Ined.

"I  know  of  no  group  of  people 
who  hold  the  future  of  the  country 
in  their  hands  more  than  the 
teachers  do;  there  la  no  more  sig- 
nificant group,"  he  said  elsewhere

"We  are 
going  to  explore  the  education  sys- 
tem, as  far  as  it  relates  to  girls,  in 
Canada,  so  that  we  can  advise  par- 
ents on  the  advisability  of  sending 
their  girls  to  Canada  to  complete 
their  education. 

"Nowadays  the  girl  going  to 
school  thinks  of  the  future,  and 
maps  out  a  career  for  herself;  there 
is  not  much  scope  in  the  Old  Coun- 
try, and  like  her  brothers,  she  must 
cast  around  for  some  other  country 
where  she  can  earn  a  living. 
HERE  TO  LEARN 
"Canada  is  a  young  country,  and 
girls'  educational  facilities  have 
been  brought  up  to  a  high  standard, 
and  therefore  we  are  also  here  in 
the  capacity  of  learners. 

"We  wish  to  see  what  Canada  is 
doing  for  its  girls  so  that  we  can 
adapt  any  new  Ideas  which  we  can 
make  use  of. 

"If  a  girl  Is"  coming  to  Canada  to 
earn  her  living  then  she  should  fit 
herself  for  that  purpose  by  com- 
pleting her  education  here  on  the 
ground. 

"For  this  reason  we  wish  to  see 
what  the  universities  have  to  offer 
In  the  way  of  curricula,  hostel  ac- 
commodation and  vacations.  Vve 
also  intend  to  study  the  education 
standards;  in  this  manner  we  shall 
be  able  to  advise  parents  on  the 
subject. 

CO-EDUCATION 
"We  shall,  of  course,  study  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
co-education,  which  is  practised  far 
more  widely  here  than  in  England. 
The.  party  is  an  entirely  unofficial 
body,  and,  as  such,  we  cannot  make 
any  reports  of  an  official  nature 

Asked  if  she  contemplated  mak- 
ing any  arrangements  for  the  ex- 
change of  schoolgirls  for  vacation 
on  the  same  system  by  which  con- 
tinental girls  visit  Great  Britain 
and  vice  versa.  Dame  Talbot  said 
that  the  matter  had  not  been  given 
consideration,  but  it  was  another 
angle  which  might  be  studied. 

The  party  consists  of.  in  addition 
to  Dame  Talbot.  Miss  Adams,  prin- 
cipal. Queen  Mary  High  School, 
Liverpool;  Miss  Barrie.  M.A..  prin- 
cipal. King  Edward's  High  School. 
Birmingham;  Miss  Clarke.  MA., 
principal.  High  School  for  Girls, 
Manchester;  Miss  Cralgh.  principal.

Two  circum- 
flnees  connect**  .With  the  Indus- 
try which  lend  color  to  tius  pros- 
pect are  that  there  is  a  very  con- 
Mrierable  iiuk.um-  m  the  acn-av- 
under  crop  and  that  the  planta- 
tions have  come  through  the  Win- 
ter In  good  shape  both  on  Vancou- 
9*r  Iriftad  tad  on  the  Mainland. 

If  the  favorable  conditions  so  far, 
prevailing  continue  there  should  be 
the   largest  production   for  many 
years. 

Usually  on  the  Mainland  there  is 
a  considerable  loss  of  loganberry 
bushes  each  Winter.  This  year,  ow- 
ing to  favorable  weather  with  no 
frost  to  hurt,  the  plantations  have 
come  through  In  lusty  shape.  This 
will  materially  add  to  the  output 
this  year  as  compared  with  other 
seasons. 

'•Hi III'  IN  STRAWHEKKII.S 

While  the  prospects  are  for  a 
large  yield  of  logans  the  strawberry 
sltuaUon  is  by  no  means  so  prom- 
ising. It  Is  announced  by  tliose  in 
touch  with  the  situation  that  this 
year's  strawberry  yield,  in  spite  of 
a  mild  Winter,  will  be  a  light  one. 
The  young  beds  will  probably  make 
I  a  good  showing  but  of  necessity  tin 
crop  from  them  will  be  light.  The 
old    beds,    however,    that  had  to! 
stand  the  trying  weather  of  last 
year,  will  not  give  a  good  account 
of  themselves. 

It  is.  therefore,  assured  that  the 
present  season  will  be  a  light  one 
all  round  as  far  as  strawberries  are 
concerned. 

To  add  to  the  troubles  of  the 
fruitgrowers  Just  now  Is  the  con- 
tinued wet  weather,  when  they  are 
anxious  to  get  on  the  ground  for 
the  purpose  of  cultivation.  This 
does  not  apply  to  all  the  growers, 
as  those  located  on  light  soil  arc 
able  to  carry  out  the  cultivation  of 
the  ground.  Those  located  on  clay 
loam,  however,  are  precluded  from 
getting  on  the  land  in  Its  present 
condition. 

In  the  meantime  the  weather  Is 
very  favorable  for  the  growing  of 
weeds  and  grass,  so  that  the  grow- 
ers are  being  handicapped  In  that 
regard  also.  A  heavier  task  lies 
ahead  of  them  when  they  are  able 
to  get  on  the  land  and  start  culti- 
vation. 

Tree  fruits  are  promising  well,  it 
Is  announced.  The  cherries  and 
plum  trees  are  looking  well,  and, 
with  the  absence  of  untoward  con- 
dition* there  should  be  a  good 
crop.

POSTPONING   THE  DAV  OF  RECKONING 

It  Is  a  matter  o!  speculation,  and  must 
remain  such  for  some  years  to  come,  as  to  what 
will  be  the  course  of  changf  in  Russia  that  will 
again  brlnR  that  country  within  the  hegemony 
of  nations  At  present  Russia  .stands  In  a 
category  of  hrr  own.  Only  In  the  matter  of 
repression  and  bloodshed  have  events  there 
followed  the  course  of  the  French  Revolution. 
The  autocracy  of  the  proletariat  Is  lasting  longer 
In  Russia  than  in  France  because  the  peasant 
masses  In  that  country  arc  more  Ignorant  than 
the  masses  in  France  were  over  a  century  age 
The  masters  of  Russia  are  using  the  new  weapon 
Of  propaganda,  a  weapon  which  was  practically 
unknown  in  an  organized  way  during  the 
Reign  of  Terror  in  France  They  have  succeeded 
in  creating  a  conception  that  Bolshevism  con- 
tains a  menace  to  civilization.  It  Is  the  bogey 
with  which  they  are  frightening  the  world,  but 
It  Is  only  a  bogey,  for  such  government  as  main- 
tains in  the  Soviet  Republic  Is  by  far  more  of 
a  nuisance  and  a  scandal  than  a  menace. 

The  world  is  not  so  simple-minded  as  to  act 
as  a  pawn  In  the  fame  that  Russia  is  playing. 
The  Flve-Year  Plan  can  only  succeed  if  other 
countries  become  the  dupes  of  its  Intentions. 
This  Canada  of  ours  has  shown  that  it  has  no 
intention  of  becoming  a  hewer  of  wood  and  a 
drawer  of  water  for  Bolshevism.    The  Federal 
Government  has  put  an  embargo  on  Russian 
Imports.   If  every  other  country  were  to  do  the 
same,  without  quibble  or  hesitation,  Russia  would 
be  brought  appreciably  nearer  to  a  realization 
that  she  cannot  flourish  except  on  the  basis  of 
international  good  will.   For  what  her  present 
masters  have  been  responsible  there  must  be 
ultimate  retribution.  The  mills  of  the  gods  may 
grind  slowly,  but  the  day  of  reckoning  Is  Inevit- 
able.   In  Russia,  under  Bolshevism,  there  has 
been  murder,  robbery,  impiety  and  lawlessness. 
These  crimes  cannot  go  unpunished.  For  thirteen 
years  Russia  has  been  sowing  the  wind 
problem  of  the  future  is  whether  it  will 
through   outside   intervention   or   because  o 
internal  unrest  that  she  will  be  brought  to  the 
point  where  she  will  reap  the  whirlwind.  In  the 
meantime,  those  countries  truckling  to  her  trade 
ambitions  are  postponing  the  inevitable  hour  of 
a  return  to  a  recognition  of  what  responsible 
government  must  mean  the  world  over.

The  prob- 
lem Is  to  silence  cries  of  hatred,  and  In  this 
respect  France  is  not  losing  sight  of  the  neces- 
sary precautions  towards  this  end.  He  sees  in 
the  fact  that  Germany,  who  suffered  so  heavily 
In  the  Great  War.  Is  trying  to  get  rid  of  the 
responsibility,  u  sign  of  the  moral  force  at  work 
Already,  in  M  Brland  s  opinion,  there  has  come 
about  a  will  to  peace  with  which  those  who  think 
covertly  about  war  will  have  to  reckon.  In  effect, 
the  attitude  of  M  Brland.  one  of  Europe's  lead- 
ing statesmen,  Is  that  moral  force  is  the  greatest 
factor  In  world  peace  His  attitude  deserves 
world  endorsement.

Under  any  and  all  eventualities  a  government 
should  maintain  the  most  rigid  inspection  over 
the  people's  milk  supply.  The  necessity  for  this 
Is  emphasized  by  the  power  that  has  been  given 
to  bureaucratic  control  over  milk  production  In 

the  Fraser  Valley,  a  control  which  permits  the  Wherewith  the  dainty  garden  flowers  tfow" 
indiscriminate  mixing  of  milk  drawn  from  a 
variety  of  sources,  from  different  herds  from 
dairy  farms  which  may  or  may  not  be  Inspected, 
and  because  of  a  delegation  of  an  authority 
which  many  believe  should  never  have  been  per- 
mitted. 

It  Is  a  fact,  proved  beyond  contravention, 
that  tuberculosis  of  the  glands,  bones  and  Joints, 
especially  among  children,  Is  caused  by  the 
drinking  of  milk  contaminated  by  living  bovine 
tubercle  bacilli.  It  la  the  duty  of  government 
to  prevent  living  tubercle  bacilli  being  sold  in 
the  milk  supply.  To  what  extent  Is  our  Gov- 
ernment able  to  do  this  under  the  system  of 
control  which  it  has  accorded  to  the  Junta  which 
ordains  the  milk  supply  of  Oreater  Vancouver? 
Is  the  inspection  rigid  enough?  It  is  a  matter 
for  the  Government,  because  farmers  are  not 
necessarily  bacteriologists.  It  Is  Impossible  to 
place  on  the  backs  of  the  dairymen  the  onus  of 
guaranteeing  the  purity  of  the  milk  they  supply. 
Under  the  milk  legislation  of  this  Province  the 
power  of  the  Government  to  Insure  a  pure  supply 
has  been  lessened.  This  Is  a  factor  which  appar- 
ently did  not  enter  Into  legislative  calculations 
when  the  Fraser  Valley  problem  was  solved  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  the  propagandists  of  private 
control  of  the  milk  supply.

Liberalism,  under  Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorgc.  has 
upon  a  definite  slump  in  Britain  and 
tht  reason  unquestionably  Is  the  course  it  has 
pursued  in  sustaining  a  Labor  Government  In 
power.  There  Is  no  other  way  of  accounting  for 
Its  loas  of  popularity.  That  Is  the  reason  8lr 
John  Simon,  envisaging  the  trend  of  events,  has 
declared  himself  as  no  longer  content  to  vote 
blindly  for  Socialistic  policies.  Sir  John  has 
attracted  to  this  viewpoint  some  sixteen  or 
seventeen  followers  among  the  Liberal  Members 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  he  has  given  hU 
leader  food  for  thought.  The  same  food  was 
given  by  the  results  of  recent  by-elections  in 
which  the  Liberals  have  evidenced  a  continuous 
ground  in  the  public  estimation. 
In  Twickenham  in  the  lart  general  election 
the  Liberals  polled  7.246  votes.

But  the  point  may  be  raised  that 
there  are  stUl  people  In  the  world 
who  be!ie\e  In  witchcraft.  There 
are  Indians  even  in  the  East,  where 
the  aborigines  are  more  advanced 
in  civilization  and  culture  than  the 
Indians  of  British  Columbia,  vtlm 
still  believe  in  witchcraft,  who  be- 
lieve  -hat  witches  still  exist  and  may' 
exercise  potent  spells  for  evil  upon 
other  credulous  people  who  still 
cherish  ancient  superstitions.  So 
the  British  Columbia  witches  or 
warlocks,  or  whatever  they  professed 
to  be,  were  arrested,  convicted  and 
punished  for  the  purpose  of  protect- 
ing credulous  people  against  the 
wiles  of  imposters.  Indians,  like 
most  other  races,  are  subject  to  the 
Infirmities  of  the  flesh  which  we 
call  sickness.  When  illness  is  attrib- 
uted to  evil  spirits,  which  the  credu- 
lous sometimes  believe  can  be  cast 
out  by  the  practice  of  incantations 
—which  we  all  know  cannot  be  done 
—the  results  may  be  serious  for  the 
victims  of  disease;  whereas  if 
physicians  had  been  called  In  a  cure 
might  have  been  speedily  effected 
8o  that  our  Indian  witch  doctors 
ictually  punished  for  prac- 
tising witchcraft.  They  were  pun- 
ished to  protect  dupes  against  the 
consequences  of  their  credulities. 

•  •  * 

This  matter  of  belief  in  witchcraft 
is  an  absorbingly  Interesting  subject 
for    abstract   speculation.  There 
was  a  time  In  the  history*  of  the 
world  when  almost  everybody  with 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  persons 
of  sound  common  sense  and  unusual 
reasoning  powers  believed  in  witch- 
craft.    We  have  dften  suspected, 
when  reading  about  the  ducking 
and  burning  of  old  women  who  were 
suspected  of  being  witches,  that  the 
people  of  thos;  dark  and  ancient 
days  tolerated  the  absurd,  cruel  and 
barbarous  practice  not  always  be- 
cause they  believed  In  the  super- 
natural powers  of  old  women  to  In- 
flict evil  but  because  they  derived 
a  certain    amount   or  satisfaction 
from  professing  belief  In  a  mys- 
terious power  which  they  could  not 
comprehend   and    from  watching 
helpless  fellow-creatures  undergoing 
cruel  physical  torture.    In  all  ages 
the  common  and  uncommon  people 
demanded  amusement  of  some  kind, 
and  probably  It  was  an  extremely 
amusing  thing  to  watch  old  and 
helpless  women  being  ducked  and 
burned.     Even  In  America,  where 
the  bird  of  freedom  never  moulted 
a  feather,  witches  were  sometimes 
ducked  and  burned.    The  practice 
was  especially  prevalent  at  one  time  I 
most  intellectual    part  of 
the  New  England  8tates.

Of  course,  we  have  left  all  those 
old  auperstatlons  behind  us,  but 
sometimes  we  think  we  are  not  so 
free  from  belief  In  the  mysterious 
and  the  occult  as  we  profess  to  be. 
There  are  still  people  who  believe 
that  diseases  may  be  cured  by  the 
of  the  necromancer,  which 
are,  after  all,  not  so  different  from 
the  methods  of  the  Indians  who 
profess  to  cast  out  devils  by  incan- 
tations. It  Is  no  longer  considered 
necessary  In  the  civilised  and  ad- 
vanced part*  of  the  world  to  legally 
protect  the  people  against  the  pro-

COULD  REMEDY 
AGRARIAN  ILLS 

Louis  Fischer  Says  Five  Na- 
tions Hold  Power  to 
Restore  Prices 


NEW  YORK.  April  6  (AP»  — Five 
nations,  the  United  States,  Canada. 
Russia,  Argentina  and  Australia,  hold 
the  power  to  remedy  agrarian  eco- 
nomic Ills,  Louis  Fischer  says  in  his 
new  book.  "Why  Recognize  Russia?" 

He  assert*  that  Russian  wheat  ex- 
ports are  a  permanent  factor  in  the 
world  market  and  American  boy- 
cott* cannot  affect  the  situation. 

"Yet  the  American  farmer  is  suf- 
fering from  world  grain  overproduc- 
tion. The  United  8tates  cannot  sell 
it*  surplus  cereals;  the  agrarian  de- 
pression is  aggravated;  the  general 
economic  depression  becomes  con- 
firmed The  whole  world  has  to  get 
together  on  this  matter.   .   .  . 

"The  cure  depends  on  the  five 
nations.  Instead  of  calling  one  an- 
other names,  they  could  consult 
with  one  another  and  endeavor  to 
find  a  way  out  through  mutual 
agreement.  The  Bolsheviks  would 
be  only  too  happy  to  participate  In 
a  conference  which  would  again 
raise  the  price  of  wheat,  give  them 
more  money  for  their  export*  and 
thus  enable  them  to  buy  more  ma- 
chines In  the  Western  countries 
That  is  what  business  men  would 
do- 
Fischer  says  that  Russia's  rcpre-  I 
sentatives  to  such  a  conference 
could  be  only  officials  and  that, 
since  farmers  have  no  organization 
of  world  scope,  an  official  confer- 
ence Is  necessary. 

He  adds  that  fears  that  the  Bol- 
shevik* might  "dump"  on  the  mar- 
ket would  be  allayed  and  a  better 
understanding  of  Russia  brought 
about.

I  HE  PRICE  OF  COAL 

Sir.— I  noticed  in  the  report.  In 
the  press,  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce meeting,  held  recently,  that 
Mr.  C.  P.  Hill  was  quoted  as  saying, 
In  connection  with  the  coal  ques- 
tion, that  "it  was  a  shame  to  pay 
the  dealer  another  $5."  As  a  dealer. 
I  would  like  Mr.  Hill  to  show  me 
where  the  coal  dealer  In  Victoria 
gets  $5  after  he  has  paid  for  the 
coal,  f.o.b..  Victoria.  Mr.  Hill  quotes 
the  freight  rates  at  about  83  per 
ton,  also  the  total  cc»t  of  commodity 
to  the  dealer  as  about  87.  If  these 
I  figures  are  correct,  I  wonder  if  Mr. 
Hill  would  mind  informing  me 
where  I  can  buy  coal  on  Vancouver 
Island,  in  British  Columbia  or  in 
Alberta,  or  from  what  point  In  Al- 
berta the  freight  rates  are  as  low 
as  $3?  If  Mr.  Hill  will  furnish  me 
with  this  information  I  will  be  de- 
lighted to  stock  such  coal  and  could 
then  lower  the  price  considerably 
to  the  consumer.  It  might  be  as 
well  to  point  out  to  the  public,  and 
to  Mr.  Hiu,  that  the  lowest  freight 
rate  from  Alberta  is  $4  50.  and  from 
Midland,  which  produces  the  much- 
advertised  Alberta  product,  the 
rate  Is  85.50. 

Of  course,  when  the  dealer  has 
the  coal  laid  down  in  Victoria  and 
has  paid  for  It.  he  has  absolutely  no 
further  expense  In  connection  with 
the  handling  of  it.  There  is  no  un- 
loading, no  sacking,  no  delivering, 
to  be  paid  for;  no  depreciation  from 
slack  through  breakage  in  handling. 
Oh.  no,  all  Is  clear  profit  to  the 
dealer.  What  a  delightful  dream 
that  would  be!  Why  do  people  make 
such  misleading  statements?  For 
such  statements  add  stimulus  to  the 
general  dissatisfaction  and  unrest 
which  Is  so  prevalent  today. 

I  will  make  Mr.  Hill  a  sporting 
offer,  if  he  can  show  me  where  I 
get  85  on  either  British  Columbia 
or  Alberta  coal  after  I  have  paid 
for  same,  f.o.b.

"Many  of  us,"  he  said,  "think 
that  Easter  has  its  roots  deep  In 
the  Christian  church.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  It  commenced  as  a  pagan 
festival  to  Estre,  a  Saxon  goddess, 
who  was  honored  in  the  Spring- 
time.

SAILOR'S  LIFE  GAMBLE 

"It's  no  use  crying  over  spilt  milk." 
said  Cook  Grant  as  he  and  other 
members  of  the  crew  reviewed  the 
disaster.  "A  sailor's  life  is  always 
a  gamble.  Sometimes  the  dice  are 
loaded  against  us  and  sometimes  we 
throw  a  big  winner.  In  this  case,  we 
would  have  been  very  much  richer 
men  if  the  ship  had  completed  the 
trip  " 

They  were  very  fortunate  to  be 
alive,  declared  Chief  Mate  Romain. 
as  they  would  have  had  to  swim  for 
their  lives  If  the  vessel  had  drifted 
on  the  northwest  ledges  of  Grand 
Turk.  Instead  of  the  pilot  heading 
the  ship  Inshore  and  taking  the 
chance  of  having  the  bottom  ripped 
out  by  protruding  ledges.  They 
were  wrecked  on  his  wife's  birthday, 
he  added,  smilingly. 

November  23  saw  the  Leo  La 
Blanc  sail  out  of  Saint  John  har- 
bor with  her  crew  of  six  men,  carry- 
ing molasses  barrels  for  Bridge- 
town, Barbadoes.  On  January  23 
she  left  Barbadoes,  after  discharg- 
ing, for  Turks  Island,  arriving  Feb- 
ruary 3  to  load  salt  for  Yarmouth 
On  February  11.  the  three-master 
left  for  Orand  Turk  to  obtain  pro- 
visions. 

RUDDER  CARRIED  AWAY 

Heavy  weather  struck  the  toss- 
ing schooner  almost  Immediately.  At 
3  30  oclock  the  next  morning  the 
steering  gear  fouled  and  an  heroic 
attempt  by  the  pilot  to  turn  the 
ship  hard-a-port.  away  from  the 
sinister  reefs,  was  thwarted  when 
the  rudder  was  detached  by  the 
angry  seas.  The  boat  was  at  the 
mercy  of  the  surf. 

Then  came  the  climax,  requiring 
split-second  thinking.  Recognizing 
their  danger,  the  crew  made  strenu- 
ous efforts  to  give  the  ship  steerage 
way  by  trimming  the  sails.  It  was 
futile.  In  the  deceptive  morning 
light,  they  were  faced  by  two  al- 
ternatives—to drift  on  the  ledges  or 
to  run  ashore.  Either  might  mean 
death. 

They  ran  ashore;  and  by  some  un- 
explained act  of  destiny  the  393- 
ton  vessel  crashed  down  on  a 
natural  "cradle"  of  rock,  so  that  the 
crew  could  escape  In  smaller  boats. 
Some  furnishings  were  salvaged  and 
were  sold  at  auction.

Featuring  the  afternoon  session 
I  was  the  paper  given  by  Sister  John 
|Oabriel.  R.N..  B.A.,  educational  di- 
|  rector  for  the  Sisters  of  Providence 
of  the   Northwest,  who  extended 
greetings  from  Seattle  and  spoke  of 
the  value  of  Intelligence  tests  for 
the  student  nurse,  advocating  the 
use  of  these  tests  In  selecting  the 
fittest  for  entry  Into  the  profession. 
In  making  reference  to  the  psy- 
chological   examinations    held  In 
training  schools,  Sister  Oabriel  de- 
plored the  small  percentage  of  those 
reaching  the  required  standard  and 
urged  that  only  those  with  more 
than  the  average  Intelligence  should 
be  allowed  to  continue  with  the 
curriculum. 

"The  nurse  must  understand  the 
language  of  the  doctor  and  to- 
gether they  work  for  the  health  ot 
the  nation  and  the  life  of  the  pa- 
tient. 

SERVICE  THE  WATCHWORD 

"Service  Is  the  watchword  of  the 
nursing  profession,  and  If  we  are 
to  give  intelligent  service  we  must 
have  intelligent  n  rses,  so  we  must 
exercise  discrimination  in  the  se- 
lection 'of  those  who  apply  for  entry 
Into  the  profession.  The  only 
available  means  within  our  reach 
at  the  present  time  Is  the  high 
school  records,  which  in  themselves 
are  not  sufficient,  some  further  in- 
telligence test  must  be  made.  The 
high  school  diploma  is  not  a  uni- 
versal panacea  that  will  make 
things  easy  in  the  nursing  profes- 
sion. 

"We  must  face  our  problems  In 
the  order  of  their  Importance,  with 
courage  and  unite  In  honest  en- 
deavor to  make  our  education  sys- 
tem Justify  Itself  by  its  results,' 
soncluded  Sister  Oabriel. 

Discussions  which  followed  Sister 
Gabriel  s  paper  were  held  by  Miss 
Helen  Randall  and  Miss  Grace 
Falrley,  the  latter  contending  that 
the  present  situation  of  employ- 
ment was  largely  due  to  the  surplus 
of  mediocre  nurses,  and  something 
should  be  done  to  remedy  this  and 
inTea.se  the  standard  of  graduates. 

Miss  Randall  also  spoke  of  the 
unemployment  situation  and  urged 
that  nurses  should  register,  so  that 
their  difficulties  might  be  aided 
through  the  office  of  the 
elation.

There  have  been  cases  on 
where  cold  sores,  fever  blisters 
i herpes)  were  brought  on  by  emo- 
tional disturbances  —  fear,  worry 
fright-but.  after  all,  it  Is  likely  the* 
digestive  disturbances  caused  by 
these  emotions  that  were  really  to  I 
blame.

but  usually  the  movement  of  the 
mouth  in  eating,  talking,  or  laugh- 
ing,  opens  them  up  and  leaves  a 
raw.  palful  surface. 

The  pain  is  very  irritating  con- 1 
sidering  that  the  blister  Is  so  small, 
and  this  pain,  always  present,  makes  I 
the  patient  irritable  to  all  about  him.  I 
As  you  know  the  surface  of  the  skin, 
especially  about  mouth  and  tongue,] 
contains  a  great  many  small  nerve i 
endings,  hence  the  pain  when  these 
nerve  endings  become  exposed,  or' 
have  pressure  put  upon  them. 

What  causes  there  fever  blisters  I 
or  cold  sores  as  we  more  f requentlv  I 
call  them? 

It  would  seem  that  some  tndi- 1 
viduals  arc  more  likely  to  have  them  1 
than  others,  whether  it  la  an  In- 
herited tendency  or  Just  the  pe- 
culiarity of  their  tissues. 

While  some  particular  food  sub- 
stance can  very  often  be  the  cause, 
there  Is  usually  some  weather  con-  , 
dltion— cold,  dampness,  rawness  of 
the  atmosphere— that  helps  to  bring 
out  the  blisters. 

Some  of  our  best  foods  have  been 
named  by  some  physicians  as  causing 
fever  blisters.  It  would  seem,  how- 
ever, that  some  emotional  disturb- 
ance, then  the  food,  then  the  raw 
wind,  all  have  something  to  do 
with  It 

In  regard  to  treatment;  as  In  any 
skin  condition,  the  Intestine  \l.ould 
be  moved  by  epsom  salt«  and  then 
something  soothing  applied  to  the 
sores. 

pr.  W.  A  Pusey  suggests  that  soft- 
ening the  lips  with  vaseline  or  cold 
cream  ence  or  twice  a  day  may  be 
useful  When  the  blisters  are  open 
and  raw,  hydrogen  peroxide,  one  part 
to  three  or  four  parts  of  warm  water 
helps  to  prevent  them  spreading 

If  you  open  the  bUstm  be  sure 
to  put  the  point  if  the  needle 
through  a  lighted  match  first,  as 
these  blisters  mav  be  easily  Infected 
and  give  real  trouble.

Six  Flags  Have  Flown  Over  the  Alamo — The  history  of  the  present  Alamo  dates  back  to  only  1718.  at 
which  time  the  Franciscans  erected  It  to  serve  as  a  Chapel  of  the  Mission  San  Antonio  de  Valero.  However, 
It  stands  on  soil  over  which  the  French  flag  flew  as  early  as  1685.  From  1690  to  1821  the  Spanish  held 
Texas,  and  It  was  under  Mexican  rule  from  1821  until  1836.  At  that  time  Texas  won  her  Independence  and 
became  a  republic.  In  1846  she  was  admitted  to  statehood  and  the  American  flag  took  its  place  over  the 
state  until  the  secession  In  1861.  when  the  flag  of  the  Confederate  States  replaced  It.  Since  1866  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  have  flown  over  the  Alamo  continuously.

He  therefore  opens  the 
six  of  Clubs,  top  of  a  three -card 
suit  (ordinarily  an  extremely  poor 
opening).  The  trick  Is  taken  with 
the  Ace  In  Dummy  and  a  lead  of 
Hearts  discloses  the  trump  situation, 
South  taking  the  trick  with  the 
King. 

A  Club  Is  led  and  trumped  in 
Dummy.  The  Ace  of  Diamonds  is 
led  from  Dummy  in  an  endeavor 
to  get  a  line  on  that  suit.  The  ten 
falling  in  East's  hand,  another  Dia- 
mond Is  led  from  Dummy  and 
trumped  by  Declarer.  A  Spade  is 
led  by  Declarer  and  taken  with  the 
King  In  Dummy.  Another  Diamond 
from  Dummy  Is  trumped  by  De- 
clarer. 

Dummy  Is  put  in  the  lead  with 
the  Ace  of  Spades  In  order  to  lead 
the  fourth  round  of  Diamonds, 
which  Declarer  trumps.  The  third 
Club  is  led  from  Declarer's  hand  In 
the  hopes  that  West  has  another 
one.  Since  he  has.  Dummy's  last 
trump  takes  the  trick.  West  Is 
forced  to  trump  Declarer's  Queen 
of  Spades  and  lead  into  the  Heart 
tenace.

NEW  YORK,  April  7 -Whitney, 
of  the  Wall  Street  Financial  Bu- 
reau, says: 

While  Monday's  decline  ran  a  lit- 
tle beyond  the  short-livea  raid  ex- 
pectation, lt  accomplished  nothing 
more  on  the  downside  than  to  bring 
prices  back  once  more  to  about  the 
middle  of  last  week's  support  zone. 
While  the  market  Is  thus  exhibiting 
little  buoyancy  on  the  upside,  I 
still  adhere  to  the  belief  that  we 
are  entering  an  accumulation  range 
which  will  call  for  the  low  points 
being  made  around  168  and  the 
high  points  at  about  178,  with  the 
time  to  be  spent  between  these  two 
limits  running  from  six  to  ten  weeks. 
This  simply  means  that  the  longer 
this  period  runs,  the  stronger  will  be 
the  hands  Into  which  stocks  fall. 
The  only  thing  to  be  borne  in  mind 
Is  of  course  that  in  any  such  periods 
we  invariably  have  a  list  of  stocks 
which  Individually  fall  out  of  the 
bottom  of  the  range  and  create 
enough  new  lows  from  day  to  day  to 
make  It  hard  to  believe  that  accu- 
mulation is  going  on. 

In  line  with  the  absolutely  normal 
precedents  upon  which  we  may  base  | 
the  belief  that  both  a  market  and 
business  turn  are  quickly  developing 
lt  Is  of  Interest  to  note  the  analogy 
the  present  situation  presents  to 
that  of  1921.  The  significance  of 
the  four-week  turn-up  In  electric 
power  production  has  already  been 
pointed  out,  with  attention  direct- 
ed to  the  fact  that  this  Is  lnvariaoly 
the  forerunner  of  great  business.  In 
addition  to  this  It  may  be  well  to 
bear  In  mind  that  the  1921  business 
revival  was  signaled  by  resumption 
of  activity  In  the  cotton,  wool,  and 
leather  Industries,  all  of  which  in 
the  present  situation,  have  shown 
and  are  showing  a  sharp  revival. 
We  are  seeing  more  and  more  evi- 
dence to  solidify  the  belief  that  the 
depth  of  the  business  decline  was 
registered  last  December,  and  that 
we  are  witnessing  a  gradual  im- 
provement which  the  market  is 
quietly  discounting.

MONTREAL,  April  6.— Announce- 
ment recently  of  the  award  of 
$350,000  damages  to  claimants,  af- 
fected by  the  fumes  of  the  Trail 
smelter  of  the  Consolidated  Mining 
&  Smelting  Company,  by  the  In- 
ternational Joint  Commission  was 
received  with  no  little  satisfaction 
by  shareholders  of  the  company. 
Some  surprise  was  heard  in  the 
"Street"  at  the  action  of  the  stock 
of  Smelters  which  ran  up  to  a  new 
high  for  the  year  at  188  a  share,  up 
two  points  from  the  previous  close 
and  representing  altogether  an  ad- 
vance In  the  last  few  weeks  of  55 
points  from  the  years  low.  It  was 
apparently  not  generally  realized 
how  great  was  the  difference  be- 
tween the  amount  of*  damages  de- 
manded by  claimants  and  the 
amount  finally  awarded,  the  latter 
being  a  bagatelle  beside  the  original 
sum. 

LONG  INVESTIGATION 

The  first  hearing  of  the  Interna- 
tional Joint  Commission,  to  whom 
the  claims  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Columbia  River  Valley,  Just  south 
of  the  Trail  smelter  In  British 
Columbia,  were  referred  to  by  the 
United  States  Government,  took 
place  on  October  9.  1928.  The  award 
now  made  thus  came  after  two 
years  and  a  half  of  investigation 
by  the  commission  and  constituted 
the  first  occasion  upon  which  this 
body  has  dealt  with  a  case  which 
was  not  related  to  boundary  waters. 
It  Is  also  believed  that  this  is  the 
first  occasion  on  which  an  interna- 
tional dispute  relating  to  the  doc- 
trine of  nuisance  on  a  large  scale 
has  been  considered  by  an  Interna- 
tional tribunal. 

The  commission  completed  its  In- 
vestigation in  the  taking  of  evi- 
dence nearly  a  year  ago  and  ha  - 
since  largely  occupied  Itself  with 
the  preparing  of  its  report.  For 
some  time  during  the  hearings  and 
after  it  was  very  doubtful  whether 
Consolidated   Smelten   might  not 


be  forced  to  pay  an  exceedingly 
large  sum  of  money  as  well  as  being 
restricted  in  the  operation  of  1U 
smelter. 

CLAIMS  AGGREGATED  $4,000,000 

L  C.  Murdock.  counsel  for  th« 
State  Department  In  the  United 
States  presented  testimony  for  hlj 
government  and  demanded  restraint 
of  the  smelter  of  the  Consolidated 
company.  The  counsel  for  the  com- 
plainants Joined  Mr.  Murdock  In 
this  request  and  presented  about  500 
claims  for  damages  aggregating 
$4,000,000.  Counsel  for  Consolidated 
Smelters  also  presented  expert  wit- 
nesses and  claimed  that  the  wit. 
nesses  for  the  company  had  ad- 
dressed themselves  to  the  question 
propounded  by  the  commission  as  to 
thft  amount  of  damages  and  proper 
Indemnification,  while  the  witnesses 
for  the  claimants  had  not  done  so. 

It  is  probable,  however,  that  tho 
evidence  which  weighed  most  heav- 
ily with  the  commission  when  th« 
latter  drew  up  its  report  was  that 
of  Mr.  Blaylock,  general  manager 
of  Consolidated  Smelters,  who  testi- 
fied to  the  effect  that  his  company 
had  already  embarked  on  a  $10.- 
000,000  project  In  the  form  of  a  fer- 
tilizer plant  which  would 
of  the  sulphur  dioxide  (the 
lng  element  emitted  from  the  stack 
In  smoke  In  the  production  of  fer- 
tiliser) and  remove  the  objection- 
able features  of  the  smelter's 
operation. 

The  commission's  report  gives 
this  especial  Importance  and  state; 
that.  "This  action  of  the  company 
has  met  with  the  approval,  not  only 
of  the  experts  who  Investigated  the 
matter  but  also  of  the  commission. ■ 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  ex- 
pense to  which  the  company  has 
gone,  even  though  that  may  result 
In  profit  to  the  company,  as  time 
goes  on.  was  considered  very  good 
evidence  of  the  company's  desire  to 
eliminate  the  features  which  have 
been  the  cause  of  the  litigation.

rIE  last  phase  of  the  Meuse-Argonne  operations  was  to 
begin  November  1.  The  American  Army  was  now  able 
for  the  first  time  to  prepare  for  an  offensive  with  some 
deliberation,  Under  reeeooebly  normal  conditions  and  more 
nearly  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  other  armies,  ft  was 
already  on  the  front  of  attack,  the  weather  had  taken  a  favor- 
able turn,  and  the  morale  of  the  troops  was  lifted  even  higher 
than  before.

Our  staffs  and  troops  had  become 
veterans.  French  special  units  of 
artillery,  pioneers  engineers,  rail 
and  service  troops  had  been  largely 
replaced  by  Americans'.  The  army 
was  operating  In  a  sector  which  had 
been  under  Its  control  for  a  month 
and  more.  Hitherto,  as  on  Septem- 
ber 12  and  20.  we  had  held  the  front 
but  a  brief  period  Instead  of  being 
several  months  on  the  ground,  as 
was  usually  the  case  with  the  Allies. 

Preparatory  to  the  general  attack 
the  front  line  had  now  been  reor- 
ganized, Inefficient  commanders  had 
been  replaced  by  actlvaV  energetic 
men.  and  large  quantities  of  am- 
munition, supplies  and  equipment 
had  been  brought  up.  Our  line  oc- 
cupied favorable  positions  from 
which  to  start  this  offensive.  Prom 
cast  of  Landres-et-8t.  Oeorges  to 
the  Meuse  we  were  beyond  the 
Hindenburg  Line  Defences,  and  at 
the  Cote  de  Chatlllon  we  flanked 
the  enemy's  positions  in  aajd  near 
Landres-et-8t.  Oeorfes.  Having 
gained  the  northern  edge  of  the 
Bols  de  Banthevllle  we  were  within 
striking  distance  of  the  heights  of 
Barricourt. 

We  had  learned  from  reports  and 
from  photographs  taken  by  our  avi- 
ators that  the  enemy  had  greatly 
strengthened  the  most  prominent 
points  back  of  his  lines,  while  cap- 
tured documents  indicated  his  in- 
tention of  organizing  a  position 
along  the  west  slopes  of  the  Barri- 
court ridge.  The  eastern  spurs  of 
this  ridge  commanded  all  the 
crossings  of  the  Meuse  and  formed 
a  connecting  link  with  the  high 
ground  east  of  the  river  about  Cote 
8alnt-Oermatn. 

Plans  for  Itattlc 

The  plans,  as  already  Indicated, 
contemplated  first  a  deep  penetra- 
tion In  the  centre  of  the  front  west 
of  the  Meuse  with  the  object  of 
capturing  Barricourt  ridge,  and 
next  a  drive  to  the  left  to  effect  a 
Junction  with  the  French  Fourth 
Army  near  Boult-aux-Bols.  The 
capture  of  the  ridge  would  give  us 
a  flank  position  which  would  com- 
pel the  enemy  to  withdraw  to  the 
east  of  the  river. 

On  the  right  the  Third  Corps 
(Hlnes)  composed,  from  right  to 
left,  of  the  5th  Division  <Ely>  and 
90th  <  Allen  i .  was  to  support  the 
right  of  the  Fifth  Corps,  turning  the 
flank  of  the  Bols  de  Barricourt 
carrying  the  Barricourt  ridge 
at  Vlllers-devant-Dun.  The  Fifth 
Coipn  tSummerallt  In  the  centre, 
with  the  88th  Division  •Wrighti  and 
2nd  (Lejeunei.  was  the  wedge  to 
make  the  drive  to  the  north,  carry- 
ing the  ridge  west  of  Barricourt 
and  Posse. 

The  First  Corps  (Dickman)  on 
the  left,  consisting  of  the  80th  Divi- 
sion (Cronkhltei,  77th  < Alexander* 
and  78th  <McRae>.  was  to  protect 
the  left  of  the  Fifth  Corps  and  later 
to  strike  toward  Boult-aux-Bois. 
The  1st  Division  I  Parker  I  and  the 
42nd  (Menohen  were  placed  in 
fa 


'Corps  to  be  passed  through  the  2nd 
and  80th  Divisions  when  needed  to 
add  Impetus  to  the  attack. 

The  personnel  of  our  artillery  had 
quickly  absorbed  the  traditions  and 
the  efficiency  of  this  branch  of  the 
regular  army.  The  value  of  close 
co-operation  with  the  Infantry  was 
soon  recognized,  especially  where 
these  units  of  the  division  were 
trained  together.  The  advance  ship- 
ments of  inlantry  and  machine  gun 
units  prevented  combined  practice 
in  many  divisions  which  had  to 
enter  the  lines  supported  by  strange 
artillery. 

Hmulirups  Overcome 

A  shortage  had  often  compelled  us 
to  keep  some  artillery  units  In  the 
line  to  support  successive 
Notwithstanding  such  » 
the  battle  efficiency  developed  in 
our  artillery  was  unsurpassed  in  any 
army  This  was  shown  especially 
by  the  striking  success  In  this  offen- 
sive of  the  well  planned  system  of 
artillery  fire  which  materially  aided 
the  infantry's  Initial  penetration  of 
the 


The  effectiveness  of  the  machine 
gun  was  well  demonstrated  by  the 
exploit  of  one  of  our  men  near 
Cunel.  Repairing  and  mounting  In 
an  abandoned  tank  a  captured  ma- 
chine gun,  and  holding  his  position 
under  a  hostile  barrage  and  against 
direct,  artillery  fire,  he  broke  up  two 
counter-attacks  against  our  lines. 
Por  this  feat  Private  John  L.  Bark- 
ley,  company  K.  4th  Infantry.  3rd 
Division,  received    the    Medal  of 


One  serious  deficiency,  which  Im- 
posed a  harder  task  on  our  rplen- 
did  infantrymen  and  subjected  them 
to  the  certainty  of  additional  losses, 
but  which,  however,  could  not  be 
remedied,  was  the  lack  of  tank.s. 
only  eighteen  being  available  In- 
stead of  several  hundred  which 
were  sorely  needed. 

It  seems  strange  that,  with  Amer- 
ican genius  for  manufacturing  Iron 
and  steel,  we  should  find  ourselves 
after  a  year  and  a  half  of  war  al- 
most completely  without  those  me- 
chanical contrivances  which  had  ex- 
ercised such  a  great  influence  on  the 
Western  Front  In  reducing  infantry 
losses.  As  usual  the  American  sol- 
dier discounted  the  odds  placed 
against  him  and  carried  the  day  by 
his  dash  and  courage.

The  American  Army  Was  Woefully  Lacking  in  Tanks.  General  Pershing  Says. 


Special  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  artillery  to  employ  our 
limited  quantity  of  persistent  gas 
against  the  eastern  edge  of  the  Bols 
de  Bourgogne  and  other  selected 
points.

By  November  4  the  enemy,  great- 
ly disorganized,  was  retiring  before 
the  viglrous  pursuit  of  our  troops 
on  the  entire  front  of  the  First 
Army.

found  himself  in  the  same  situation  • 
that  had  confronted  the  Allies  I 
earlier  In  the  war. 

The  Fifth  Corps  in  the  centre 
drove  a  wedge  Into  the  German  de-  ' 
fences,  swept  through  the  zone  of 
their  artillery,  and  by  night  had 
reached  the  heights  of  Barricourt. 
five  miles  from  the  front  of  depar- 
ture.   The  enemy's  lines  had  been, 
decisively  crushed,   thanks  to  the 1 
splendid  performances  of  the  89th 
and  2nd  Divisions. 

The  Third  Corps  had  strongly  , 
supported  the  Fifth  Corps,  the  »0th 
Division  carrying  all  Its  objectives 
without  a  reverse,  and  the  5th  Divi- 
sion on  its  right  reaching  the 
Meuse.  north  of  Brleulles,  and  cap- 
turing Clery-le-Orand. 

On  the  left  of  the  army  in  the 
First  Corps  the  80th  Division  co- 
operated with  the  2nd  Division  in 
the  capture  of  Imecourt  and 
reached  the  corps  objective  north 
of  Sivry.  The  remnlnder  of  the 
corps  was  unable.  In  spite  of  great 
efforts,  to  make  much  h-adwav 
against  the  Boji  des  Loges.  al- 
though the  78th  Division  did  gain  a 
foothold  in  that  wood. 

By  the  evening  of  November  1  the 
situation  of  the  enemy  was  so 
rlous  that  he  had  either  to  deliver 
a  strong  counter-attack  or  to  with- 
draw from  all  territory  south  of 
Buzancv-Boult-aux-Bols.  The  blow 
struck  by  the  First  Army  had.  how- 
ever, given  him  such  a  shock  that 
he  was  unable  to  take  strong  of- 
fensive action,  although  he  m;i  of- 
fered serious  resistance.

One  of  the  mistakes,  made  so 
often.  Is  as  we  grow  older  we  must 
grow  heavier.  In  fact  you  will  see 
tables  showing  what  your  weight 
for  your  height  should  be  at  differ- 
ent ages.  They  show  that  as  age 
comes  on  weight  increases  with  it. 

Further.  Insurance  companies,  in 
examining  candidates  for  Insurance, 
allow  for  this  Increase  In  weight, 
and  If  the  candidate  Is  no  bigger 
around  his  waist  than  he  is  around 
his  chest  they  are  quite  willing  to 
accept  him.  This  Is  not  because  the 
Insurance  companies  think  he  la  as 
good  a  risk  as  he  would  be  were  his 
waist  six  to  eight  Inches  smaller 
than  his  chest  <aa  It  should  be),  but 
because  they  base  their,  rates  on 
the  average  individuals  and.  of 
course,  the  thin  ones  who  are  bet- 
ter risks  have  to  help  pay  for  the 
overweight  ones  to  get  the 
rate  that  age  haa  to  pay. 

What  about  this  gradual 
In  weight  aa  we  grow  older? 

Nature  meant  that  In  our  youth, 
young  manhood  and  young  woman- 
hood, that  we  should  eat  heartily 
to  build  up  our  bodies  because  all 
young  animals  play  and  we  were 
expected  to  play  and  so  build  this 
food  into  solid  bone  and  muscle 

As  a  man  reaches  the  age  of 
twenty-fire  to  twenty-seven  and  a 
woman  the  age  of  twenty -nine  or 
thirty,  they   would  seem   to  have 


less.  Thus  It  happens  that  men  and 
women  who  have  been  a  little  below 
wclght  find  themselves  becoming  a 
little  more  plump.  The  man  rather 
likes  It  because  he  has  disliked 
being  lighter  than  other  men  as  he 
stepped  on  the  scales.  Women 
don't  mind  the  first  five  or  ten 
pounds  that  come  on.  but  as  the 
weight  continues  to  Increase  they 
become  alarmed  and  will  do  many 
unwise  things  to  get  rid  of 
weight. 

Now  what  Is  causing  the 
In  weight? 

Three  things. 

First.  Nature  has  come  to  the 
point  where  she 
Job  of  building  the 
are  set.  there  Is  no  longer  any 
chance  of  them  bending,  the  Joints 
have  become  firm,  the  width  and 
depth  of  chest,  the  width  of  shoul- 
der, length  of  trunk  and  legs  have 
reached  their  limit.  None  of  the 
food  you  eat  now  la  needed  for 
growth  in  any  direction;  all  the 
food  you  eat  la  to  supply  heat  and 
energy.  If  you  continue  to  eat  aa 
much  as  before,  a  portion  of 
food  must  needs  be 
tat 

Second.  At  twenty -seven  for  the 
man  and  thirty  for  the  woman  they 
have  settled  In  their  minds  what 
their  careers  in  life  are  to  be.  They 
may  still  plan  some,  have  mental 


more  rest.  Tills  peace  of  mind  is 
reflected  In  the  body,  and  so  there 
la  an  increase  In  weight. 

Third.  At  twenty-seven  and  thir- 
ty, respectively,  our  young  men  and 
women  have  given  up  the  games 
of  their  youth— less  hockey,  base- 
ball, tennis,  swimming,  dancing 
and  evening  parties.  This  doing 
without  exercise  Is  perhaps  thr  big- 
gest of  the  three  factors  In  Increas- 
ing weight  at  this  age  period. 

Now  what  s  to  be  done? 

I  often  tell  folks  that  this  little 
plumpness  that  arrives  is  really  a 
good  sign;  It  shows  that  nature  has 
completed  her  framework  and  this 
la  her  method  of  letting  you  know 
It.  Anything  that  happens  now  is 
up  to  you  If  you  are  willing  to 
hare  a  "middle  age  spread"  of  body 
at  this  early  age.  you  are  certainly
